I claim: 

Claim 1 (Currently Amended): A system and i ts corr e spond i ng d e v i c e to measure 
i nstant l y and p e rman e nt l y th e ultraviolet solar radiation , charact e r i z e d i n that i t furth e r 
compris[[es]]ir!g a device to display by means of colored lights and a means to detect 
ultraviolet radiation 

where the device to display comprises w i th pr e f e rab l y five different colored 
lights[[,]] for indicating a level of radiation detected by the means to detect ultraviolet 
radiation th e indicat i on of th e i nstantan e ous rad i at i on m e asur e d and display e d i n 
accordanc e w i th th e r e comm e ndat i ons, nom e nc l aturo, and correlation color ind e x 
e stablish e d by the Wor l d Hea l th Organ i zat i on (WHO); 

where[[in]] the mato means to detect ultraviolet radiation comprises solid state 
electronics elements with a detector head having a semiconductor detector with a UV 
filter (§), a Tefleft polytetrafluoroethylene diffuser (44, an amplifier, and a metallic 
enclosure wherein said amplifier has a standard transimpedance configuration, 
pr e f e rab l y wherein said amplifier is a low noise operational amplifier with a low 
sensitivity to temperature, wherein the detector head (4) is external and it is connected 
by means of a cable to the rest of the system. 

Claim 2 (Currently Amended): The system according to claim 1 , charact e r i z e d i n 
that i t i nc l ud e s m e ans to d e t e ct a s i gna l that conta i ns u l trav i o le t rad i at i on, m e ans for th e 
proc e ss i ng of th i s s i gna l , and m e ans for th e d i sp l ay of th i s proc e ss e d s i gna l to b e v i s i b le 
from a d i stance i n a p l ace of pub li c or pr i vate acc e ss wherein the detector head has an 
active area, where the active area is larger than one millimeter squared . 
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Claim 3 (Currently Amended): The systenn according to claim 1 , charact e r i z e d i n 
that i t wherein the filter enables the detection of a ll ows to d e t e ct th e UV-B solar 
radiation by m e ans of a f il t e r add e d to th e compon e nts m e nt i on e d i n c l a i m 1 such that 
[[the]] a total spectral response of the system corresponds to [[the]] an erythema action 
curve. 

Claim 4 (Currently Amended): The system according to claim 1 , charact e r i z e d i n 
that wherein the means to detect and process the information or data are solid state 

electronic elements. 

Claim 5 (Currently Amended): A syst e m and i ts corr e spond i ng device to measure 
i nstant l y and p e rman e nt l y th e ultraviolet solar radiation , charact e r i z e d in that it 
compr i s e s comprising an ultraviolet detector head and an electronic processing unit (4), 
which where the ultraviolet detector head is electrically connected to [[an]] the electronic 
processing unit , where the electronic processing unit receives a signal from the detector 
head, of th e r e c ei v e d s i gna l (2), wh i ch where the electronic processing unit converts 
[[it]] the signal to a display signal ad e quat e to show th e UV i nformat i on i n a pub li c or 
pr i vate p l aco by moans of pub li c ado, pootor advort i oing, road boards, b ill boards, ouch 
t hat i s c le ar l y v i s i b le from a d i stanc e , where the detector head has an active area, 
where the active area is larger than one millimeter squared . 

Claim 6 (Currently Amended): The device according to claim 5, further comprising 
a display system, where the display system receives the display signal from the 
electronic processing unit, where the charact e r i z e d i n that sa i d display system is 
luminous , i t can b e l ocat e d i n any p l ac e of pub li c or pr i vat e acc e ss and i t a l so can 
conta i n pub li c i ty or adv e rt i s i ng . 

Claim 7 (Currently Amended): The device according to claim 5, charact e r i z e d i n 
that wherein the detector head [[has]] comprises analog electronics and a circuit for 
analog to digital conversion. 
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Claim 8 (Currently Amended): The device according to claim 7, charact e r i z e d i n 
that wherein the detector head comprises a semiconductor detector with an UV filter (§), 
a T e flon polvtetrafluoroethvlene diffuser (4), an amplifier and a metallic enclosure 

Claim 9 (Currently Amended): The device according to claim 8, charact e hz e d i n 
that wherein said amplifier has a standard transimpedance configuration, pr e f e r e nt i a ll y 
and is a low noise operational amplifier with low sensitivity to temperature. 

Claim 10 (Currently Amended): The device according to claim [[5]]6, charact e r i z e d 
i n that wherein the m e ans to d i sp l ay th e u l trav i o le t rad i at i on i nformat i on m e nt i on e d 
cons i sts of displav svstem comprises a set of five colored lights or le ds array (3), 
co l or e d f l ags, pan el s of liquid p l asma/crysta l TV, num e r i c i nd i cators, or indicat i ng panels 
of numb e rs and oth e r s i m il ar m e ans, the color equivalency being the same as 
recommended and established by the World Health Organization (WHO). 

Claim 1 1 (Currently Amended): The device according to claim 1 0, charact e r i z e d i n 
that wherein [[it]] the displav svstem is located in phvat e places such a s selected from 
the group consisting of schools, private houses, swimming pools, or stadiums or oth e r 
s i m il ar p l ac e s; wh e r ei n i t d i sp l ays by m e ans of pr e f e rab l y fiv e co l ors i nd i cat i ng th e r i sk 
le v el s of th e u l trav i o le t rad i at i on accord i ng to th e thos e e stab li sh e d by th e Wor l d H e a l th 
Organ i zat i on (WHO) .

Claim 13 (New): The device according to claim 6, wherein the display system 
comprises a set of five colored flags. 

Claim 14 (New): The device according to claim 6, wherein the display system 
comprises numeric indicators. 

Claim 15 (New): The device according to claim 6, wherein the display system is into 
an object selected from the group consisting of public ads, poster advertising, road 
boards, and billboards. 
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
